Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and Ms. Pham discussed the interpretation of claim 1. 
Ms. Pham explained to the examiner that the applicant's invention is directed towards the connection of applications 
that are connected to differing proprietary middleware systems through the use of a middleware brokering server. In 
other words, each proprietary middleware system provides messaging between applications connected to it and the 
message brokering server provides messaging between the middleware systems themselves creating a two tiered 
system. The examiner suggested that claims should specifically point out when in the claimed method that the steps of 
converting from a native language format of the first middleware to a standard form of the middleware brokering server 
and converting from the standard format to the second middleware native language occur. Such an amendment would 
more clearly convey the applicants inventive concept and overcome all of the prior art of record . 
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
